I declare that: 

1 . My name is Krishna Gupta, and I reside at 12 Grandview Drive, Ithaca, New York 14850 

2. I am the President of Porous Materials, Inc., 20 Brown Road, Ithaca, New York 14850. 

3. I am a co-inventor on the above-captioned application. 

4. Valeriu Smiricinschi, one of the inventors of the invention claimed in the above-captioned
